ed statement prepared by Major John 
A. Johnston, assistant adjutant gen- 
eral, shows that of the 277,500 men au- 
thorized by congress to be enlisted in 
the regular and volunteer armies 254,- 
479 up to this time have been mus- 
tered into the service. Of the 23,021 
yet required to complete the author- 
ized quota of the army, 13,303 are reg- 
ulars; 8,000 are volunteers under ths 
second call, SG2 arc inclines, and 851 
are engineers.

The authorized strength of the regu- 


lar army is 61,000. On April 30 it con- 
tained 26,500 men. Since that time 23,- 
192 recruits have been obtained from a 
probable 75,000 applicants by a limited 
number of recruiting officers, for the 
most part strangers in the 
country 


canvassed aud during a period of com- 
petition by state authorities for tho 
same men. 


In the opoinion of tlis officials of the 


war department the returns of regu- 
lar army enlistments will show a pro- 
gressive increase aa this competition 
ceases. 
The strength of the regular 


army, lest recent casualties, estimated 
at 2,000, is 47.G93. 


The authorized strength of the vol- 


unteer army is 216,500. 
Of this num- 


ber 125,000 were included in the presi- 
dent's first call for troops, all of which 
have been recruited, mustered and put 
into the field; 75,000 were included in 
the second call, 67,000 of which have 
been mustered into tho service; 
3,000 


were to constitute three special regi- 
ments of cavalry, 1,000 were immunes, 
and 3,500 were engineers. 


Of the volunteers under the second 


call 35,000 thus far enlisted have been 
distributed among Incomplete organi- 
zations already in the field, and 32,000 
constitute new organizations.

J. L. SIcMonigle, big-hearted, gen- 


erous Mac who clerked for Cliarley 
Turner and who is now a full' fledged 
suidier boy, a member of Co. II, was 
in the city a few hours today, 
lie 


came on the noon train of the C. & 
O. railroad and left to join his com- 
pany 
at Ashland at 2:49 p. m. 


Aboard the train with him were 
Hon. Theo. K. Funk and First Lieu- 
tenant J. W. Smith. The former's, 
wife and children met him at the de- 
pot and he continued right on to Ash- 
land. 
Lieutenant Smith 
was 
in- 


formed that his wife was in Ashland 
and he, too, remained on the train. 
McMonigle was first told his wife had 
gone to Ashland last night and was 
there yet and then that she was here, 
having came back this morning. This 
latter caused him to stop off, and ar- 
riving at the home of his mother-in- 
law, 
Mrs. William Griffith on East 


Front street, he found that Mrs. Mc- 
Momgle was still in Ashland. The 
wires were touched and a meeting ar- 
ranged for Ashland this afternoon 
upon his arrival there. 


A Times reporter called on Mac. 


He found him minus the "bay win- 
dow" of advordupois he used to carry. 
But he looks and feels better. He is 
hard "as nails, in per/ect condition. 
When he left he weighed 198 pounds, 
now he weighs 177, a loss of twenty- 
one pounds of fat.

handy to reach, forty-five rounds of 
shells. 


Mac says the drills are hard and 


that the new recruits are standing up 
nervily under the severe ordeal. 
The 


health of the company has been good. 
There is now perfect harmony and 
things run smooth. In the company 
are 105. There were 106, but his 
brother, \V. D. McMonigle, is ahead 
with the teams and baggage. He is 
already on the water, bound for Porto 
Eico. 


The reason Lieutenant Smith and 


McMonigle got to come this way was 
that, as soon as they 
heard the 


regiment was to move, they set about 
to get here as soon as possible. They 
made a deal with the Third Illinois 
officers, who took them aboard the 
first train. There are nine trains all 
told.
